continuous pressure.

HOW TO BE A CLONE HOW TO BE A CLONE 


Newcomers to Gay San Francisco, 
take heart! Till now you've 
had no one to help you adjust 
to life in the Gay Mecca. But 
you don't have to wallow a- 
round in confusion anymore. 
Below is a guide, stripped of 
all illusions, on how to be a 
big success on Castro and 
Folsom Streets. Even a lot of 
you oldtimers will agree-- this 
guide tekls it. lake it is. 

The first rule is--get butch. 
Notice I said butch, not just 
masculine. That means you 

have to root out (or hide) any 
aspect of yourself that might 
traditionally be associated 
with femininity or women. 

For example:long hair. Under 
no circumstances should your 
hair be longer than one inch. 
Otherwise, people will think 
you're a closet drag queen, 

and there'll] be no orgasm pay- 
off for you! The best role 
models here are those old 
Marine recruiting posters from 
the: 1950s) if ane doubt, igo 
straight to Market Street off 
Castro and get a hairdo from the 
Clone Image. Ask for either 
Derek, Buck, or Rod (known to 
you oldtimers by their former 
names of Chauncey, Garland, and 
Miss Thing) and tell them to 
give you the usual clone ‘do. 
In a flash (and for only $20.00) 
they'll make you look just like 
everybody else. 

Next, of course, is butch drag, 
which means wearing the right 
uniform. Here, again, the best 
models are those old military 
photos of stiff-looking men all 
lined up and wearing the same 
thing. The uniform has 

changed with time, however. 
Today's aspiring clone needs a 
regimen of blue jeans, plaid 
shirts, hooded sweat shirts, 


andi of ‘course, allagator shirts. 


Blue jeans must always be worn 
tight. If they're not causing 
you hemorrhoids, they're too 
baggy. 

Caution--any time you wear any- 
thing apart from this uniform 
(except for Naugahyde on Folsom 
Street) you run a grave risk of 
being considered a kook. Expec- 
jially to be avoided are long- 
flowing garments and lots of 
color. People will think 
you're a hippy who's come to 
terrorize the shopping malls. 
You must remain watchful, more- 
over, for sudden changes in the 
pattern of conformity. The 
best guide here is to go to 
High Butch Drag at 19th and 
Castro, Rugby Queen on 18th, or 
the old standby, the All Amer- 
ican Clone. Observe carefully 
how they dress their mannikins 
(not to be confused with their 
sales clerks). 

The right hairdo and drag won't 
do you much good, though, un- 
less you also have the right 
body. Many new arrivals to San 
Francisco think they have it 
made if they have a naturally 
healthy body with good defini- 
tion. Nothing could be further 
fromeachewtrutn.  lmat's just sa= 
nother discredited illusion 
from the ‘60s. 

Clones’ like the artifical look, 
the kind of overdeveloped mus- 


cles that can only be gotten 
from tortuous workouts, like 
the pictures of body-builder 
types found between bubble- 
gum ads on the back pages of 
comic books. This comic book 
look can be yours, too, if 

you work out at any of San 
Francisco's 200 disco-play- 
ing body factories. Most now 
have specially designed high- 
stress, muscle-wracking ma- 
chines, the kind originally 
invented by scientists in 
Germany during the 1930s to 
deal with political dissidents. 
Guaranteed to deliver the max- 
imum amount of muscle for the 
least investment of intelli- 


gence. With your new hairdo, drag, 


and comicbook body, all that 
remains to be truly butch is to 
know how to give attitude. To 
begin with, never smile. To 
clones, smiling is a feminine 


trait. They re iahvand that if 
they smile they'll crack and 
turn into drag queens. And if 
you smile, it will block them 
from projecting their sexual 
fantasies on you. Remember, 
they want an image, not a per- 
son. 

Attitude is also given by the 
way you carry your body. Stick 
your ass out, walk with slow 
stiff-jointed movements, and 
frown a lot, like you have a 
bad case of constipation. If 
anyone talks to you, respond in 
short, monosyllabic grunts and 
have a blank look in your eyes. 
For best effect, wear sun 
glasses, expecially when it's 
cloudy out. When in a bar, it 
is very important to be as ex- 
pressionless as possible. If 
you have trouble with this part 
have five or six drinks and 
keep repeating to yourself, 
"I'm dead inside, I'm dead in- 
side.” That's thesessencemor, 
being butch, and it will 


drive ‘em-crazy for you. 
When you-have sex with other 
clones, be very careful that 
nothing of your inner needs 
show, or you'll break the 


butch image. [tes best, 
therefore, to avoid as much 
as possible any tenderness, 
caressing, or soft sen- 
suality. And of course, any- 
talking. The sex act it- 
self should be quick, hot, 
and totally genitally-orien- 
tated. For best results, 
imagine that your partner is 
essentially a glory hole 
with a body attached. : 

Up until a few years ago, 
having the right hairdo, 
drag, body type, and at- 
titude was enough to make 
one a successful clone. But 
no more. The great influx 
here of recently-closeted, 
middle-American Gay men has 
raised the standards. Being 
butch is no longer enough, 
which brings us to the se- 
cond great rule for clones 
success:imitate your op- 


pressor. 
A good place to start is 
with police fantasies. For 


decades, police have spied 

on , raided, handcuffed, 
beaten, and killed unnu- 
merable Gay men. So what 
could be more natural than 

to get turned on by hand- 
cuffs, clubs, leather 

gloves, and cop uniforms? 
Another good oppressor to im- 
Ttate is the military. seAs we 
all know, the Pentagon is the 
largest discriminator against 
Gay people in this country and 
the largest perpetrator.of vi- 
olence on the globe. So nat- 
urally you would expect mili- 
tary fantasies to be a big hit 
in the clone world. And that's 
exactly what's happening.And how 
timely - since the government 
is now priming the American 
public for another war. That, 
of course, is the special 


charm of imitating your op- 
pressor - it helps you assi- 
mate into the mainstream. 

The best oppresors to imitate, 
though, are the Nazis. During 
World War II, several hundred 
thousand Gay people were mur- 
dered in Nazi concentration 
camps along with millions of 
Jews and others. So when you 
can get turned on by Nazi drag 
and fantasies, you know you've 
reached the height of clone- 
dom. What fun! 

So there you have it, folks. 
If you want to be a big hit in 
the clone world, now you know 
how : get a clone"do, slip in- 
to the right butch drag, de- 
velope a comic-book body, 
practice giving attitude, and 
emulate the oppressor of your 
choice. If youdo, you're 
bound to be rewarded with a 
high rate of orgasm payoffs. 
However, [ can't guarantee that 
this will also bring happiness 
and meaning into your life. 
For that, you may need an al- 
together different approach. 
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NOT JUST ANOTHER 
PRETTY FACE 


A sense of sadness pervaded the 
atmosphere while interviewing the 
newly elected Empress of Edmonton. 
Sadness not in the classical sense, 
but in the realization that the 
organization of which 'she!' heads is 
a victim of misconception and bad 
press. Sadness in the sense that 
there is no justifiable need for it 
either. During our long conversation 
and a flurry of what must have 
appeared on my part as ignorant if 
not insolent questions | developed 
an inate sense of respect for this 
‘man | was interviewing. Prior to 
this evening | possessed a lay man's 
knowledge of drag and the Court. | 
was educated in much the same 
fashion as most gays — through 
slanted magazine articles and shows 
at the clubs. | was not aware 
that the court system in North 


America is twenty five years old and 
the extent of its reach. The court 
system is widely practiced in 
Alberta, British Columbia, Alaska, 
Montana, Oregon, Utah, Colorado, 
Washington, California and Nevada. 
The rest of Canada and the United 
States has no organization like it. 
Its a western phenomenal 

What is not a Western phenomena 
is the attitude to which drag is 
subjected. Drag does not enjoy the 
garnered respect that Gay 
Recreational organizations, the MCC, 
Dignity, or even the leather 
organizations do. Yet they perform 
as useful role as do the rest. They 
entertain us and help us relax. For 
this they are the most maligned sect 
of gay society. Our community in 
general is rarely complimentary when 
addressing the subject. This fact is 
mostly due to the emergence of the 
‘machismo gay image' in the last 
decade. Unfortunately it is drag 
that suffers in our quest to be so 
totally masculine that we vehemently 
renounce anything related to 
femininity. It is so easy and 
convenient to renounce drag while 
simultaneously reinforcing our own 
insecure sense of masculinity. In 
doing this we forget that these 
'men' are really no different and 
that their desires are no different 
than most other gay males. When 
asked of Mrs K, 'If ir your power, 


what would you like to change?! the 
answer was without hesitation, 

‘To be able to see gays walk down 
the street unharrassed'. If the 
question was put to you, would 

the answer be much different? 

We in the community find it 
convenient to eradicate the fact 
that we enjoy some of the gay rights 
we do today because of the 
contributions made by these people 
in gay history such as the Stonewal] 
riots or the San Francisco raids. We 
find it easy to shout our rights 
when being attacked by an outside 
influence but what of persecution of 
members of our Own community? Is 
that not as much or more of a crime? 
When we laugh at or put down drag we 
in fact are laughing and degrading 
ourselves. | asked Mrs K, 'If you 
had all of Edmonton in a room and 
could say anything, what would you 
say to those assembled?! After due 
consideration the response was, '|] 
would tell them that Empress is a 
title given within the gay 
community; it changes nothing — you 
still have to live your life as a 
human being.' A piece of advice that 
we could all do well to live by. 

None of us are guiltless when it 
comes to our negative expressions on 
drag, but could we not serve 
ourseleves and our cause better by 
thinking our own thoughts rather 


that those imposed upon us?

The boy with the with white 
eyebrow just stopped to talk. | know 
him quite well and | think he has a 
lot of potential but most of the 
time he is stoned and broke; four 
p.m. and he has no place to go but 
the hill. 

Another example is (1!'11 call 
him) Jean. He is 16 and comes from a 
fairly well to do family. He's 
confused about his sexuality and 
can't go to the clubs to meet other 
gay men, so he ended up on the hill. 

Three weeks ago he had never tried 
MDA but today |! look at his arms 
that have track marks of an 
experienced junkie. It really eats 
at my stomach because he reminds me 
of myself at 16. No idea of where | 
was going and very afraid of where | 
might end up. 

Tonight its raining so he can't 
stand on the street; if he doesn't 
make aily money he will probably 
sleep in a stairway someplace. He 
knows he can sleep on my couch but 
he's too proud for that. 

His friend asks how much he's 
made today, his reply '2 bills’. 
Funny, | knows he's broke, {i just 
gave him $5. His buddy explains he's 
only made $150. Sure, why are you 
bumming cigarettes from me.

Where were you on your 16th 
birthday? | know someone who spent 
his on the hill crying, stoned and 
very much alone. 

1 could continue telling stories 
from now until May but most finish 
with the same ending: Scared, lonely 
and broke. 

Not all hustlers are like this 
one but my guesses is that 90% are. 
The biggest problem on my mind is 
what | can do about it? This is 
from my own experience with street 
life.
